Secretary Of Labor Testifies On Anti-Poverty Bill 



Washington. D. C., Mar. 27 — Secretary of 
Labor Ubor Willard Wirtz, testifying before 
the Special Subcommittee on the Poverty Pro 
gram of the House Education and labor Com- 
mittee o'* the Anti-Poverty Bill stated: 

"I have strong convictions about the ethi- 
cal bases of this bill— and carefully considered 
respect for its pragmatics. Ideals need hands 
and feet, ways and mea-e. This war on pov- 
erty is not going to be fought in the tradition 
of emotional crusades H. R. 10440 is a care- 
fully worked out battle plan based on praising 
the Lord than on parsing the ammunition. 

"It reflects President Johnsons decision 
to call poverty by its right, uglv name, and to 
get down to the business of pulling it out by 
Its roots. 

"Our object is not to make poverty more 
endurable, but to got rid of it. We are there- 
fore corcentrating on jobs, and education and 
training for work— ways out of poverty. 

“The total anti-pov«ty program Includes 
Ihe tax cut, the Manpower Development and 
Training Act. the Area Redevelopment Act, 
jnd the recently expended Vocational Educa- 
tion Act It includes openirg up more jobs 
to those who have been birred from them, 
through the civil rights program It includes 
raising wage levels through the expansion of 
Federal minimum wage coverage, a"d increas- 
ing the distribution of work bv making the 
overtime penalty rate9 more effective. 

“It must include, too, significant improve- 
ments in the unemployment compensation pro- 
gram, and the adoption of a program providing 



as well as men. Million of women -are heads 
of families in poverty; many are without hus- 
bands; many are supplementing their husbands 
earrings but are still living in poverty; others 
are ekeing out a poverty existence living alone. 
Many of these women are employed in local 
industries, rot covered by our Federal mini- 
mum wage laws. Substantial improvements in 
State minimum wage levels would be a m ior 
contribution to the elimination of poverty." 

The program, begun last year as a result 
of President Kennedy’s growing concern that 
poverty in America was becoming an inherited 
tr:it, calls for creation of a Job Corps, Work- 
Training Program, and Work-Study Program. 

Continuing, the Secretary said: 

"Mir. Shriver and Secretary McNamara 
have discussed the Job Corps. I would like to 
talk about the Work-training Program, for 
which the Development of Labor will be re- 
ipcnsible. 

“The Work-Training Program will provide 
opportunities for actual job experience for 
both young men and young women in the 
localities in which they live. Some will be 
able to stay in high school or to return if given 
the opportunity for a part-time job In a Work- 
Training Program. Others, having left school 
permanently, but "ot prepared for Jobs, des- 
perately need work experience to get a d ecent 
start.

WHEREAS, by a Resolution duly adopted by the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Hazard, Kentucky, at a meeting 
held on December 20, 1962, a program for the undertaking 
of certain improvements to the provisions of KRS 94.291, 
et seq.; and subsequently the same Was supplemented by the 
adoption by said Board tof Commisiorers on January 17, 1963, 
of an Ordinance, according to said Statutes, confirming the 
same, adn such Ordinance was duly published as provided 
by law; and 

WHEREAS, upon re-examination of said Ordinance it 
was discovered that the same contained certain inconsisten- 
cies which were apparent and should be recognized and cor- 
rected, and by a certain Ordinance mimbered 0-17-63, adopt- 
ed December 31, 1963, such amendments and corrections 
were duly made; and said street improvement program has 
been carried out as therein provided; and 

WHEREAS, in connection with said street improvement 
program, and in order to take advantage of contributions to 
the costs thereof available under prevailing laws of the 
United States of America, the Mayor and Board of Commis- 
sioners negotiated for and obtained an Offer of a Federal 
grant in the sum of $361,000. estimated to be in a sum equal 
to 75% of the aggregate costs of said prognam; the City be- 
ing obligated to provide the remaining 25%-, of the costs 
thereof; and 

WHEREAS, in order to avoid the loss of said Federal 
grant the Mayor and Board of Cammissioners of said City 
caused advertisements to be published soliciting submis- 
sion of contractors’ competitive bids for the undertaking and 
construction of said program in all re-peots as provided by 
law; and upon receipt of such bids duly made an award to 
the lowest and best bidder, subject to the City’s financing of 
its portion of the costs thereof; and 

WHEREAS, according to due proceedings had by law, a9 
provided under and according to the Statutes aforesaid, the 
City has duly (awarded a construction contract, subject to 
acceptance upon inspection as provided by law; and such 
construction contract has been carried forward and complet- 
ed, except in the cases of certain streets where construction 
Was interrupted by weather conditions not within the control 
of the parties, but subject to completion in accordance with 
the construction contracts as scon as weather conditions may 
permit; and otherwise said construction has been completed; 
and 

WHEREAS, in accordance with the procedures prescribed 
by law, those portions of the construction as are represented 
to have been completed have been duly inspected by the 
Consulting Engineers and a Committee of the City’s Board 
of Commissioners, and the same have been found to be ac- 
ceptable; and public notice was duly given; and at a public 
meeting held before the Mayor and Board of Commissioners 
on February 20, 1964, all protests and complaints were duly 
received, held, and considered; and 

WHEREAS, in accordance with KRS 94.309 a “Certificate 
of Appointment” duly signed by the Consulting Engineers 
and the City Manager has been duly filed in the office of the 
City Clerk wherein it has been shown (a) the total cost of 
the improvement program, (b) the number of a:sessible units 
of benefited property, according to the basis of assessment as 
fixed pursuant to KRS 94.302, ,(c) the cost per assessment 
unit, (d) the names of the owners of the benefitted proper- 
ties, (e) the number of asses rble units owned by each per- 
son, (c) the proportionate properties of each owner, and (g) 
the proportionate part of tihe ooot payable by the City from 
the said grant of Federal funds; and 

WHEREAS, the MUyor and Board ofCommissioners have 
received and considered all protests and complaints with ref- 
erence thereto; have made adjustments wherever the same 
have appeared to be justified by the facts und circumstances; 
are row satisfied with the equity, fairness and justice of 
said “Certificate of Apportionment,” with such appropriate 
iadju:tments; and the Mayor and Board of Commissioners are 
sufficiently advised: 

NOW, THEREFORE. IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED BY THE 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY OF HAZARD, 
KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS; 

SECTION 1. The proceedings heretofore had and taken 
under the provisions of KRS Chapter 94, with reference to 
the initiation and' undertaking of said street improvement 
program are hereby ratified, affirmed, adopted and ap- 
proved. 

SECTION 2. The aforesaid “Certificate of Apportion- 
ment,” duly signed by the Consulting Engineers and the 
City Manager and heretofore filed in the office of the City 
Clerk, and duly brought to the attention of the Bcird! of 
Commissioners as the legislative body of said City, with the 
adjustments which have been made thereto after hearing the 
protests and complaints of the affected parties, is hereby 
filed as an Official Public Document in the office cf the City 
Clerk and the same is hereby adopted, ratified, confirmed 
and approved as constituting the lair, proper and just basis 
of apportionment, assessment and levy of the costs of said 
street improvement program, to the extent such costs are not 
payable from the proceeds of the grant obtained from ! 3 n 
Agency of the United States Government. 

SECTION 3. The work of the construction cp- tractor or 
contractors, the same having been duly impeded upon public 
mtice, is hereby found to be acceptable a'd in accordance 
with the contracts awarded in connection therewith, except 
to the admitted extent that by reason of weather conditions 
the construction of certain streets has been unavoidably in- 
terrupted. With respect to such uncompleted streets accept- 
ance Is subject to completion of performance in accordance 
with the prescribed plans and specifications; and in order to 
assure completion of aald uncompleted streets, in accordance 



with rv>tiee which has been duly given to the owners of the 
properties abutting thereon, fnere 'hall Ik? retained by the 
City Treasurer a sum sufficient for the completion of said 
streets, according to the respective contracts relating thereto, 
with a retention margin of not less than ten per cent (10%), 
subject to approval of the Consulting Engineer*, and the City 
Manager, when 'aid work has been completed. 

SECTION 4. By reason of the necessity to conform with 
requirements incident to and as conditions of the aforetoid 
grant of Federal funds amounting in the aggregate to three- 
fourths (3 4) of the total costs of said improvement program. 

, the aforesaid “Certificate of Apportionment" referred to and 
identified ir. the preamble hereof, is hereby accepted, approv- 
. ^Loind adopted as the mean' and method whereby the City’s 
pnftlon of t he cost of Mid IlDpr vomcr.t program shall be 
proportionately assessed and levied upo'x and collected from, 
\ the owners of the properties which will be benefitted thereby. 
In order to make certain the identifications of the owners of 
said benefited properties, the proportions of their respective 
benefits from said street improvement program (except to 
the extent of the aforesaid grant from an Agency of the 
United States Government), the Mayor >and Board of Com- 
missioners hereby adopt, and do bv reference, hereby make 
a part of this Ordinance, the “Certificate of Apportionment’’ 
heretofore referred to, and heretofore established as an 
“Official Public Document" :f said City. It is hereby declared 
that by reason of identification of said “Official Public Docu- 
ment," and by reason of the fact that the same has been 
officially adopted, and caused to be filed in the office of the 
City Clerk, that it is not necessary to reproduce the same in 
full in the “abstract” of this Ordinance according to, the 
specific authority granted with reference to the publication 
hereof as set forth in KRS 94.903(4). 

SECTION 5. As so specifically provided in Section 
94.309(4) of the Kentucky Revised Statutes, an abstract of 
this Ordinance shall be duly published in The Hazard Herald, 
which is hereby determined and declared to be the newspaper 
published in said City’s “publication area” a”d duly qualified 
to be published therein according to KRS Chapter 424; and 
it is hereby determined and declared that such “abstract’’ 
shall consist of this entire Ordinance, and all sections and 
provisions thereof, except for publication of the contents of 
the “Certificate of Apportionment,” as the same identifies 
the properties subject to assessment, the names of the own- 
ers thereof, and the respective amounts at which the dime 
are subject to the tax or assessment provided by law; for all 
of which reference is hereby made to the said ‘'Certificate of 
Apportionment” heretofore adopted as (in “Official Public 
Document” of said City, on file in the office of the City Clerk 
and subject to examination as provided by law. 

SECTION 6. It is hereby acknowledged that certain 
persons, firms and corporation, in recognition *and acknow- 
ledgment of the levy of the tax or assessment against their 
properties as provided in the aforesaid “Certificate of Ap- 
portionment” have made payments from time to time on 
account thereof and such payments, whether made before 
or after the enactment -of this Ordinance, and prior to the 
deadline hereinafter provided according to law, have been 
and will hereinafter be acknowledged, so that interest there- 
on will not 'accrue. 

SECTION 7. Subject to such credits or payments which 
may have been made, or which may be made, on or prior to 
the effective date of this Ordinance, all of the respective 
improvement taxes or assessments shown and established by 
asaid approved “Certificate of Apportionment” to which 
reference has heretofore been made, shall be subject to the 
provisions of KRS 94.313. et seq.; and unless paid as provided 
by law each property subject to such assessment or tax, as 
the same was described by the owner’s deed of record in< the 
County Court Clerk's office :f Perry County, Kentucky, 'at 
the time of the adoption of the original Resolution initiating 
said street improvement program, as provided by sub-section 
(2) of KRS 94.292, 'hall be subject to a first and prior lien 
for the security ar.d source of payment (of such assessment 
or tax, such' lien taking effect, a: provided by KRS 94.314, 
upon publication of this Ordinance of apportionment and 
levy; and such lien shall thereupon take precedence over all 
other liens, whethr created prior or subsequent to the publi- 
cation of this Ordinance, except for State and County taxes, 
general City taxes and prior improvement taxes, and the 
same shall net be defeated or postponed by any private or 
judicial sale, by any mortgage or by any error or mistake in 
the description of the property or in the names of the own- 
ers. No error in the proceedings of the City legislative body 
shall exempt any property from the lien of the improvement 
tax or assessment, cr from the payment thereof, after the 
work has been approved and accepted. The City legislative 
body or the Courts in which suits are pending, shall make all 
corrections, rules and orders to do justice to all parties con- 
cerned. (See KRS 94.314.). 

SECTION 8. In accordance with all of the proceedings 
heretofore recited and under authority of the applicable sec- 
tions of Chapter 94 of the Kentucky Revised Statutes, the 
City of Hazard, Kentucky, hereby levies am improvement tax 
or assessment upen each and every lot or parcel of land 
benefited by the aforesaid program for the improvement of 
streets and other public ways, the same being irv accordance 
with the aforesaid “Certificate of Apportionment,” as the 
same has been adjusted as aforesaid and as the same is on 
record in the office of the City Clerk as an “Official Public 
Document.” Such improvement tax or assessment so levied 
shall be due ar.d payable at the office of the City Treasurer 
thirty (30) days after the date of publication of this Ordin- 
ance, as provided by KRS S4.313; ar.d in accordance with 
KRS 94.309(5). Lhe Cl! v .rcasurer shall give notice, at the 
same time this Ordinrrcc is published, or within one week 
thereafter, that such payment is so due; such notice to be 
given in The Hazard Herald, heretofore determined to be the 
properly authorized newspaper according to KRS Chapter 
424; provided, however, that within such period of thirty (30) 
days from and after the publication of this Ordinance the 
party or parties owning such benefited properties, as shown 
by the City’s tax records, may have the privilege of electing 
bo defer payment of such levy or assessment in accordance 
with the Ordnance adapted January 17, 1963, as amended by 
the aforesaid Ordinance No. 0-17-63, which was adopted 
December 31, 1903, but only in the event that such party or 
parties owning such properties shall, within said period of 
thirty (30) days enter into an agreement in writing with the 
City (in duplicate upon forms provided for that purpose in 
the office of the City Treasurer) agreeing that in considera- 
tion >f such privilege of deferment such party or parties will 
make no objection to any illegality or irregularity in the 
assessment, levy or imposition cf the tax or assessment, and 
that such party or parties will pay the same as provided in 
KRS 94.316 and in the Ordinance as aforesaid. Ini the event 
that the thirtieth day after the publication of this Ordinance 
shall fall upon a Sunday cr legal holiday, the iCity Treasurer 
is hereby authorized to accept payment of the same on the 
next succeeding business day.. Any tax or assessment that 
is not paid when due, as herein provided, shall bear interest 
at the same rate that is applicable to general City taxes, 
which interest shall commence to run as of the due date of 
the improvement tax or assessment, as herein levied, and 
shall continue to ru-< ar.d be chargeable as provided by law. 
Penalties shall be as provided by law in the case of City 
taxes. 

SECTION 9. When the thirty-day period provided by 
law, and as hereinabove stated in SECTION 8 of this Ordin- 
a-ce has expired, the City Treasurer shall report to the City 
Manager the aggregate amount of the taxes or assessments 
which property owners have requested to be deferred In 
installment payments, as hereinabove referred tot and as 
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provided in the Ordinances hereinabove referred to, and 
shall deliver to the City Manager one of the signed copies 
of the request tor such deferment, as filed in the office of 
the City Treasurer within said thirty-day period. Thereupon, 
and without further authorization from the Board of Ciro 
mlssioners, the iClty Manager shall transmit such signed 
copies of the request for deferment to Bond Counsel hereto- 
fore employed bv the City in that connection, and Bond Coun- 
sel is authorized and requested to prepare and submit, as 
quickly as may be feasible, a form of bond-authorizing ordin- 
ance pursuant <to which the Mayor and Board ’of Commission- 
ers may authorize and offer at public 9ale the City’s assess- 
ment bond; in an amount sufficient to provide tor the pay- 
ment of such requested deferred assessments or taxes. 

SECTION 10. Any such assessment or tax which is not 
paid within the thirty-day period set forth in SECTION 8 
hereof ind which is rot the subject of a written request for 
deferment in annual installments, shall be placed upon the 
next City Tax Bill and shall be due and payable, with interest 
and penalties, as provided in the case of City taxes according 
to law. 

SECTION 11. This Ordinance shall take effect immedi- 
ately upon its adoption and publication as provided by 
law. 

Adopted bv the Board of Commissioners of the City of 
Hazard, Kentucky, at a regular meeting held on March 19. 
1964 thereupon signed by the Mayor Pro Tern, attested under 
seal by the City Clerk, ordered to be published in The Hazard 
Herald, and declared by the Mayor Pro Tern to be in full 
force and effect from and after such publication.
